The deceased is a 
young man with a wife and five children, without 
means, and lived in Scottsboro district. Alexander 
McMillen and sons ure white tenants on the land oi 
the late Farish C. Furman. They had been drink- 

ing at Kreutz’s bar, where the difficulty first started, 
but were on their way home when the killing 
occurred. -The body of the deceased was fear, 
fully cut—one large wound made witha knife in 
bis back, onein his abdomen, and the one that 
killed him in the neck severed the carotid artery 
and jugular vein, killing him instantly. All par- 
ties,except John West Lingold, who is still at large, 
were arrested almost on the spot. Coronor Scott 
immediately summoned a jury, with Osvar Cone as 
foreman, but in consequence of the lateness of the 
hour, adjourned over until 9 o’clock next morning, 
and hadthe body conveyed tothe court room.

Broth- 
er John and I then left for bome and got to Chancy 
Wright’s house, when | asked them to go back and 
greta drink, but, as he never drank, he refused 
We then started home and got to Fishing creek 
bridge, where John McMillen caughtup with us 
Harrison Barnes sworn, Said: When I got to the 
north end of the Fishing creek bridge on my way 
home Saturday evening, I noticed a cifficuity a 
the other eud of the bridge. I saw John 
McMillen jump from his muie aid strike William 
Tollison and did somethiug, from the distance I 
couldn't hear nor tell what, and instantly heard a 
pis‘ol shot and saw John MeMillen’ ad 
vancing on John Tollison, when the 
laiter shot again, running behind hismule trying 
seemingly to get-out of his way. MeMillen first 
had his hand in his pocket; then his knife in his 
hand. I conld not hear a word There were with 
Toliison the old man Tollison, Jobn and William, 
aud I think Mr. Allen was not far off. After the 
shots, the Tollisons ran, and 1 saw coming down 
the road Alex McMillef, Dan McMillen, John West 
Lingold, and ten steps behind Aus. Wilson. Alex 
MeMilien had a pistol, Dan McMillen a pistol, John 
West Lingold a knifeand Aus. Wilson, well—a— 
well—his hatin his hand hollowing, ‘‘Where are 
they’?’’ In passing me John West Lingold dropped 
his bundleand I picked it up. The Tollisons ran, 
shooting from the pursuing party going on all the 
time—some twelve or fifteen shots. Finally they 
caught him about 150 vardsin thebranch. I heard 
Alex McMillen say, ‘“‘By God, we have him; kill 
him!’ And as he passed me he holioed, “Kill bim! 
kill him'’’ The other evidence was subsiantially 
the same.

(a) Where, after the discharge of the trav- 
erse jurors for the first week. of the reguiar
